Claim 14 (amended): A method for manufacturing an article comprising: a.) coating a 
molding surface of a mold or a mold half with a coating effective amount of a high molecular 
weight hydrophilic coating composition having a molecular weight of greater than about 300 kD 
and comprising poly(2-hydroxyethyl methacrylate).; b.) dispensing a monomer mixture 
comprising a hydrogel monomer, silicone-containing hydrogel monomer, or combination thereof 
into the mold or mold half; and c.) curing the monomer mixture and coating composition using a 
dwell time of less than about [5 minutes] 45 seconds and under conditions suitable to form an 
article coated with the coating composition wherein said coating composition does not 
chemically attach to the article.

Claims 1-3, 8-11, 14-17, 19, 20, 23-26, 31, 32, 34-41, and 52-87 are allowed. The 
following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of record does not 
teach or suggest a method for manufacturing an article including coating a molding surface with 
a polymeric coating composition having a molecular weight greater than about 300 kD, 
dispensing a monomer mixture comprising a hydrogel monomer and/or a silicone-containing 
hydrogel monomer into the coated mold, and curing the monomer mixture and the coating 
composition using a dwell time, as defined in the disclosure, of less than about 45 seconds and 
including the coating composition does not chemically attach to the article in combination with 
the other features instantly claimed.
